I firmly beli¢ve more and more 
teams will adopt the Spit-T and there will be 35 or 40 big 
college teams using it within the next three or four years.” 
Dodd hasn’t abandoned the idea of putting it-in out at Tech, but 

it won’t be this season because of the personnel problem. 

“We'll see about it next year,” he said. “Of course, I doubt 
if we ever use it solely, because it’s not a good passing offense and 
you know how we like to throw the ball around in this league.”

Another outstanding feature of play this 
Many Good Teams Fall, Dodd believes, will be the number 
of good teams. 

“It’s getting to a point where anybody can beat hnybody else,” 
he said. “Take here in the Southeastern Conference, for example. 
Teams like Florida and Kentucky and Alabama are jut as apt to 
lick any of the others as not. It’s that way all over the country.” 

There are several reasons for this. Perhaps the largest is 
the increased emphasis on high school football. Better 
coaches are being hired which naturally makes for better 
players. More and more prep schools are taking up the sport, 
which makes more and more talent available for the colleges. 

In other words, there are enough good boys being developed to 
give all the colleges several outstanding stars. 

All in all, it’s a pretty healthy picture. It wasn’t long ago that 
Alabama and Tennessee dominated the SEC with their unbeaten 
seasons. But apparently, “them days” are gone forever. 

And nobody: seems to care.

Crisis of the Western World--Not Just Britain 


With British representatives on the seas 
en route to the financial conference in this 
country, the most dismaying single fact is 
that so many persons view it in s0 small 
a perspective. 

The crisis is not one which will be 
solved by fixing “blame.” 

The British Labor Government may 
have made errors. Some are admitted. 
But they are not the issue. The present 
British crisis—which also is a crisis for 
us—is not to be put at the door of the 
Labor Government in any great degree. 
That government is open to criticism. But 
that is not the point. The crisis was there 
for whatever government came to power. 
It is a crisis which involves not merely 
Great Britain, but a good quarter of the 
world which is based on sterling, as we are 
based on dollars. All these countries are 
on our side. If they cannot sell as much 
to the dollar area as they buy from that 
area, then the whole fabric of world trade 
is going to collapse. 

When that happens our entire foreign 
policy collapses. All the gains of the Mar- 
shall Plan will be nullified. 

Great Britain was bankrupt when the 
war ended. She had spent all her assets 


in Egypt, paying pro-Nazi workers to build 
defenses against Rommell’s Desert Le- 
gions. She paid the way in Iran until we 
came in with lend-lease through the Per- 
sian Gulf. She spent her dollar credits 
in India, where she paid the entire bill 
of the British Army and of the Indian 
Army as well, so that today India has a 
great deal more dollar credits than Britain, 
a factor of great irony. Yet India is an in- 
dependent state. 


It is important that we cease thinking 
of the crisis in terms of government and 
think of it in terms of our being left iso- 
lated economically and politically, if the 
sterling area breaks up. 


We will almost surely reach a depres- 
sion within a year or two after such an 
event—should we allow it to happen. Ob- 


viously we cannot go on lending or giving , 


money to Britain. That way lies disaster 
as we should have learned in the twen- 
ties. We must have bold measures which 
will start trade moving—which will allow 
Britain to sell as much to Canada and the 
United States as she buys. 

It isn’t just Britain’s crisis—not by any 
means.

Days Have Come— 


In a way it ruined my evening. I had stopped 
at the magazine stand to purchase something 
with which to while away the bus trip home 


and my eye was caught by the gaudy football cover of “Look.” 


Theze was a big grin on the boy’s face. He wore sweater 42, 
the color gold, and two very charming girls peered over his padded 
shoulders. They, too, were smiling. There was something about 
the boy’s grin which tugged at my subconscious mind, but I put 
it away as I thought how unoriginal photographers sometimes were, 
always having to get pretty girls onto a magazine cover to be sure 
someone will look at it... 


And then my eyes dropped on down and I read across the 
bottom of the cover: 


BILL WADE—VANDERBILT SOPHOMORE, 


I bought the magazine. I knew it had to be Pink Wade’s son. 
I forgave the photographers their lack of originality. The first 
thing I found myself thinking was, “Well, modern youth is dif- 
ferent. If two pretty girls had tried to look over his father’s 
shoulders when he was a sophomore, or a senior, for that matter, 
he would have fled like the stag harried by hounds at his heels.” 
His father had red hair and pink skin and he blushed until he 
resembled a sunset or a very ripe tomato if a girl so much as 
looked at him. There was ever but one girl for him—the one 


he married. 


Wade, Sr. practically lived at his house for two or three 
years. I am horrified to recall how many times I ate lunch there. 
I still have a deep affection for him and his family. I remember 
the pride his father had in him when he made the Vanderbilt team 
and went on tojcaptain it in 1920. He was not very fast and 
he was never sensational; but brother, he was pure gold and 
a pigskin jewel of great price. He was a fullback for*two years 
and he was always good for the needed yards when the chips were 
down and the yards just had to be had.

I still can remember 
the hot, steaming day out there at Dallas and the old fair grounds. 
Wade intercepted a pass and ran 65 yards. Vanderbilt was the 
underdog but won, 20 to 0. 


We used to sign each other’s notes at the bank when he was 
a young lawyer and I was in my first years on a paper. 
where he was going, even then. I thought then he was the finest 
boy I knew and I have never changed my mind. I’ve meta few 


since as fine, but none better. 

Wade Jr I remember the wedding and the first house and I 
’ * recall going out and seeing the young William Wade 

in his bassinet, and now—here he is on the magazine covers show- 

ing his daddy’s old grin, down to the broken piece of one front 

tooth. 


His father is now the distinguished Chancellor of the Court of 
Chancery in Nashville, the court which handles only cases of equity. 
Judge Wade holds some sort of record for having so few cases 
reversed. I am not surprised at that. He would go into those law 
books the way he did into the line and get out of them the neces- 
sary yards to set up a proper decision.

Doctors and Prescriptions 


Editor Constitution: Because you are always 
on the side of right, in any question, am inclosing 
clip from August issue of Southern Drug Journal 
dealing with a serious situation concerning the 
important work we druggists are doing, namely 
the practice of doctors telephoning their prescrip- 
tions instead of writing them. 

I have observed this practice for some years, 
and, frankly, I do not like it. Many doctors have 
a favorite pharmacist to whom they phone their 
prescriptions, and often the over-worked pharma- 
cist has to copy the Rx after taking it hastily 
over the phone. Doctors are taught by medical 
schools to write Rx, not to telephone them. 

I am declining to fill any Rx unless written 
by the doctor. I do not wish to take this respon- 
sibility. Doctors apparently have gotten too lazy 
to do their own work, and it is not fair to the 
pharmacist. 

In Michigan, a Federal grand jury urged that 
a quick stop be put to the practice of doctors 
telephoning narcotic Rx, and, following up, the 
district attorney at Detroit stated that next month 
any doctor guilty of this practice will be investi- 
gated with a view-io prosecution. 

The grand jury report states that pharmadists 
dislike filling ‘phoned Rx, but do so for fear of 
losing business. The “telephone system,” accord- 
ing to the report, tends to place the responsibility 
on the pharmacist for writing and delivering the 
Rx, while the “responsibility for this belongs to 
the physician.”

A Goatherd Threw a Stone 


COVINGTON—In the late Summer of 1947 a goatherd in the foothills near 
the Dead Sea threw a single stone one day—and the repercussions are already be- 
ginning to be heard around the world. From that incident has come a story so 


strange as to be almost miraculous, so important that 


it will eventually .reach 


eee Z almost every living person in the Christian world. 
Since there has been, so far as I know, very little about it in American magazines and news- 
papers, I am going to take the liberty of retelling it here, from the account which appeared in the 


London Times. 

From a flock of goats grazing on the north- 
west shores of the Dead Sea, one strayed away 
on that Summer day two years ago and a boy 
went in search of the animal. Coming to an 
unfamiliar terrain, he saw on a steep rock hill- 
side.a small, circular opening in the rock face. 

li of curiosity, he wanted to go inside, but 

ing cautious, he first threw a stone to drive 
out any wild beasts which might be hidden 
there. To his amazement, he heard a sound that 
might have been of broken or cracked glass. 


Now he was more curious than ever, but 
he prudently went back for his companion, 
the other goatherd, before daring to enter 
the cave. Together they ventured in and 
saw standing on the floor a number of large 
jars, some broken by the stone he had just 
thrown, and fragments of others. They 
thought excitedly that they had come upon 
a cache left by robbers, perhaps of gold and 
precious stones. 


But when they examined the contents of the 
jars they found neither gold nor jewels, only a 
number of leather rolls, wrapped in bits of old 
linen. They were greatly disappointed and after 
dividing the eight scrolls equally, they returned 
to their flock, not even suspecting faintly that 
they had made the greatest discovery that had 
ever been made in Palestine, a treasure in- 
finitely more valuable than rubies. For here, 
unknown to anyone, were the earliest Bible 
manuscripts ever found, older by almost 1,200 
years than any hitherto known. 

Fortunately for the world, the boys took their 
scrolls to dealers in antiquities in Bethlehem. 
One of the dealers took his four to the Hebrew 
University of Jerusalem, where they were even- 
tually bought. The other four scrolls were taken 
by a different dealer to the Monastery of St. 
Mark in Jerusalem; these are now in the United 
States and are being published by the American 
School of Oriental Research. 

But that is by no means the whole of the 
story. In the meantime, scholars at large knew 
nothing of the great discovery. The first pub- 
lished announcement was made in a brief note 
in an American archeologica) magazine in the 
Summer of 1948, revealing the immense impor- 
tance of the discovery and identifying them as 
books of the Old Testament in their original He 
brew and suggesting the second century B. C. 
as their date. 

But here war intervened. The British had 
withdrawn from the country and the exact 
whereabouts of the cave was known only to the 
monks of St. Mark’s, one of whom had appar- 


, 


} 


| 


ently visited the cave with the goatherd. 

In February of this year a more detailed ac- 
count appeared in another American journal; it 
suggested the location of the cave as the vicin- 
ity of Ain Feshka, south of Jericho. Conditions 
had become easier by that time, and the Arab 
Legion sent a smal] contingent of men to try to 
locate the cave on behalf of the Department of 
Antiquities of the Hashimite Kingdom of Jordan. 
Within three days they found the spot; in March 
the Department of Antiquities, in collaboration 
with the Ecole Biblique et Archeologique Fran- 
caise of Jerusalem, began the work of excava- 
tion. Further assistance was given by the Pal- 
estine Archeological] Museum. 

The first details of the manuscripts were soon 
afterward published. They contained: 


1. The complete book of Isaiah. This 
scroll, about 22 feet long, was almost per- 
fectly perserved. 

2. A commentary on the book of Habak- 
kuk. 
3. A hitherto unknown apocryphal book 
now called “The War of the Children of 
Light and the Children of Darkness.” 

4. A book of hymns. 

5. A book of ritual of an unknown Jew- 
ish sect. 


Three other scrolls, after laboratory treat- 
ment, revealed (a) the book of Enoch in 
Aramaic and (b) the last third of the book of 
Isaiah. 


The original deposit is believed to have 
contained about 40 jars, with five or six 
scrolls to the jar, making a total of some 
200 scrolls. The cache, it is thought, was 
made for safety in time of trouble, and the 
person who knew the location was killed. 
The majority are in the square Hebrew 
script, some in the earlier Phoenician type 
of script, and must have been written about 
300 or 400 B. C. 


in their age, preceding as they do, by so many 
centuries the earliest Hebrew scripts that had 
been known before (Tenth Century A. D.), and 
the Greek translation of the Fifth Century A. D. 
For the first time in history there is a com- 


book of Isaiah. 

It may be that there is great significance in 
the discovery having been made by the goat- 
herd; and many persons will wonder if it hap- 
pened, after all, purely by chance.

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Gregor Piatigorsky, considered by many experts as the 
world’s greatest ‘cellist, plays Mozart's “Sonatina in A 
Major,” on two sides of an eight-inch Columbia long-play- 


ing record. 

The score, (ZLP 1193) a per- 
fect. example of the intimacies 
of good chamber music, would 
be much more enjoyable if it 
had been contained on one side 
of a larger record. However, 
the inconvenience of having to 
turn the record manually in the 
middle of the compositian is not 
enough to mar its over al! effec- 
tiveness. 

Piatigorsky plays like a 
master. His tone, coloration and 
knowledge of the score make 
this recording really outstand- 
ing, and worthy of a lot of 
listening. 

In another eight-inch Master- 
works release, Columbia se 
two scores by Jarnefelt, “Pra 
ludium” and “Berceuse,.” both 
played. by the City of Birming- 
ham Orchestra. George Weldon 
conducts both works. 

The record does not explain 
whether the orchestra represents 
the City of Birmingham, Ala., 
or Birmingham, England. But, 
both cities could be proud of an 
orchestra of such distinction.

“Heap Big Smoke,” (but no 
fire), coupled with “The Man 
with the Weird Beard,” both 
sung by Arthur Godfrey and the 
Too Fat Trio with orchestral 
accompaniment.

Marjorie Hughes, a topflight 
vocalist sings “I Never Knew” 
and “You're Heartless,” with 
accompaniment by Hugh Win- 
terhaller’s Orchestra. Marjorie 
has a style of singing that’s 
downright enjoyable. (ZLP 
1241-42). Another feminine 
vocalist, Beatrice Kay, switches 
from corn to sugar in the frac- 
tion of an inch that separates 
the two sides of a microgroove 
record. On the first side she does 
“Hang on to the Bell, Nellie,” a 
laugh-provoking tearjerker, and 
on the back she sings “I’ve Come 
Back to Say I'm Sorry.”

stuffy on the inside. All rules of 
proportion were disregarded. 
Rooms marched primly off from 
either side of a long, unweildy 
hallway, extending in an un- 
broken line from the front to 
the back door. Ceilings soared 
up to heights of 12 to 14 feet and 
walls were slashed with dark 
picture molding two feet down 
from the ceiling. Long, skinny 
windows appeared at odd spots 
along the outer walls and tall, 
squeaky doors appeared with 
equal frequency, cutting the re- 
maining wallispace into narrow, 
awkward strips. Floors were in- 
variably of pine, stained a dark 
funereal shade, with woodwork 
to match. Fireplaces arose like 
huge, ugly monuments in every 
room, lurking across corners, or 
leering out from the most (and 
it was a hard job finding it), de- 
sirable wall in the room. 

Modern conveniences were un- 
Known, and it would appear un- 
wanted! 

If fate and the housing short- 
age have forced you onto one of 
these dwellings, there are just 
about two things left for you to 
do. 

You can either burn it down 
and sign up for a park bench. 
Or you can redecorate 

Bill Morris chose the latter, 
thereby proving himself some- 
thing of a genius. 

The address is 434 Capitol 
Ave., right in the heart of 
what was at one time one of 
Atlanta’s most exclusive regi- 
dential sections. Morris lives in 
the upstairs portion with his 
mother, father and an aunt. 
What he has accomplished in 
redecorating comes under the 
classification of “seeing is be- 
lieving” or “simply incredible!” 

The floors came first. These 
were sanded, hand rubbed with 
white paint, lacquered and 
waxed and took on a pleasant 
pickled tone. Then starting in 
the front hall, with its harsh, 
graceless stairwell, he gave the 
whole house a stiff dose of color, 
using acid tones with band ones. 
then accenting the two with bril. 
liant splashes. For example, the 
stairwell is painted a deep char- 
coal on one side, a tart yellow 
on the other and they both lead 
up to a Chinese red door. Soft- 
ening the sharp bend of the 
stairway are tall green bamboo 
poles, tacked flat against the 
wall. The long hall that extends 
straight from front to back 
doors, is broken just beyond the 
halfway mark with a woven rat 
tan screen that matches the vel- 
low on one side of the wall and 
accents the smoked marble wall- 
paper on the other side. which 
Morris hung upside down for a 
more fluid effect.

Morris ignored such decorat- 
ing hazards as badly spaced 
windows and doors that cut the 
rooms in half by hanging win- 
dow draperies across one whole 
side of a room, extending them 
from the ceiling to the floor and 
closing off some of the doors, 
then placing screens in front of 
them. Between a small ante- 
room in the front and his par- 
ents’ room, he moved the door 
in to form a shallow recess on 
one side, then designed a huge 
dressing table with tall mirror 
to cover the door on the other 
side. Narrow shelves were 
placed in the recess for minia- 
ture wine bottles and painted 
eR putty shade picked up from 
thie woven rattan Chinese wall- 
paper 

Bold, dramatic splashes of 
color appear in draperies, some- 
times pictures, often in acces- 
sories, and large-scaled modern 
furniture are devices he uses 
throughout to offset the stark 
outlines of the rooms. The living 
room draperies, fof instance, are 
of deep, brilliant red, cotton gab- 
ardine. hung with a Regency 
feeling from the ceiling down 
with deep, padded valance 
boards and full, overlacing 
swags. Lamps, most of which 
he made himself. are also over- 
scaled, such as a rather start- 
ling one in his room of an old 
gnarled cypress stump, picked 
up on the beach, after it had 
been washed to a grayed, salty 
tone. 

Morris made or re-made much 
of the furniture. He designed 
and made the long cabinet for 
radio, record player and records, 
even to weaving the grilled front 
himself of thick copper wires. 

Wallpaper was scraped off, 
through numerous coats and 
many years, down to the plaster 
He then hung the walls with 
scraps of various kinds of paper, 
turned face to the wall. and 
painted over them. He drama- 
tized the height of the rooms bv 
moving the picture molding 
to the ceiling 

Although the interior of the 
house is now predominately 
modern. Morris has used numer- 
ous old objects for effective 
contrast. One whole corner of 
the living room is hung with an 
old liberty print and a chair and

~ Dreams, Work Created 
Ailanta's Symphony 


Years of dreams and untiring effort are the corner- 
stone on which the Atlanta Svmphony Orchestra is built. 


And ‘the story of the Orches- 
tra’s growth from a dream back 
in 1939 to its present position 
as one of the Southeast’s lead- 
ing symphonies only 10 years 
later is amazing and inspiring. 

Much of it began in the At 
lanta Junior and Senior High 
Schools, where children learned 
to play good music together. Be- 
fore there was an Atlanta Sym- 
phony Orchestra there was an 
Atlanta Youth Symphony and 
before that an In-and-About At- 
lanta High School Symphony, 
which drew young performers 
from all over Georgia and from 
Chattanooga, Tenn. This State- 
wide orchestra was conceived 
in 1939 by Miss Anne Grace 
O'Callaghan, Supervisor of High 
School Music in the Atianta 
schools. 

The first concert of the In- 
and-About Atlanta High School 
Symphony was presented on 
Feb. 9, 1939. The guest conduc- 
tor—who returned for five con- 
secutive years to direct the or- 
chestra—was Dr. Joseph Maddy, 
a strong advocate of youth or- 
chestras. 

Another strong advocate of a 
youth symphony was Henry 
Sopkin who came to Atlanta in 
1943 to conduct the In-and-About 
orchestra. He was impressed 
with the talent of the young 
people who played under his 
direction and he returned the 
following year to conduct their 
concert. When the Atlanta Youth 
Symphony was organized in 
1945—under the sponsorship of 
the Atlanta Music Club—Sopkin 
was named to lead its first con- 
cert on Sunday, Feb. 4, at the 
Municipal Auditorium. 


The primary purpose of the 
Youth Symphony was to bring 
serious music to the younger 
generation and to give profes- 
sional opportunity to young mu- 
sicians who in later years were 
to develop into a native Atlan- 
ta Symphony. 

During the early days of the 
orchestra’s development, the en- 
thusiasm of the orchestra made 
up for any lack of mechanical 
perfection. Much of this same 
enthusiasm was carried over 
later into the Atlanta Symphony 
Orchestra and, in recent years, 
has been coupled with the me- 
chanical perfection that comes 
with maturity and experience. 

In 1945 Sopkin rehearsed and 
eonducted four concerts, three 
programs for adults and one for 
children. His orchestra consist- 
ed of about 100 musicians—high 
schoo! students, business girls 
and boys, students from Agnes 
Scott College. Georgia Tech and 
the University of Georgia at 


Athens—all between the ages of 


15 and 25. 

The Youth Symphony Guild 
was granted its corporate char- 
ter in September, 1945. and with 
the formation of the Guild, the 
Atlanta Music Club felt that the 
Symphony deserved the support 
of the city of Atlanta. A Junior 
Guild was formed as an exten- 
sion of the parent group. It was 
composed of young people inter- 
ested in music and in the build- 
ing of the Youth Symphony. 

Sopkin threw in his lot with 
Atlanta as a musical! center and 
worked with inspiration to build 
the foundation of one of the fin- 
est symphony orchestras in the 
country. 

His dreams of an Atlanta Sym- 
Phony of competent _ profes- 
sionals recruited’ principally 
from home-grown musicians, be- 
gan to be realized in the 1946- 
47 season when 15 professional 
first-chair men were secured to 
begin building toward a perma- 
nent Atlanta Symphony. These 
men provided inspiration to 
younger members and added 
stature to the orchestra. Each 
succeeding year 15 additional 
professional musicians were add- 
ed to the orchestra until today 
the structure is soundly built. 
Many of the professionals are 
teachers who have their own 
pupils under them in the groups 
they lead. 

The orchestra was further 
strengthened by the opening of a

Erskine Caldwell's Novel 


Follows Same Old Pattern 


PLACE CALLED ESTHERVILLE, by Erskine Caldwell; 
Duell, Sloan and Pearce; 244 pp. $2.75. 


The law of averages finally catches up with Erskine 
Caldwell and one completely savory character makes his 


appearance in this book. 


It appears as if Mr. Caldwell 
tires of the sins, corruption and 
evil doings of his brain children 
and in the final chapter seeks to 
make his peace with the reader 
by introducing Dr. Horatio 
Plowden, a kindly old medico 
with an understanding heart, 
who feels no compunction about 
attending a young unwed Negro 
girl who has just given birth to 
a daughter. 

Dr. Plowden even presents to 
the girl a $100 bill, left under 
his door anonymously by the 
(white) father of the child. 
Having completed his mission of 
mercy, Dr. Plowden goes to his 
automobile, is stricken with a 
heart attack, pitches forward 
and dies in the mean narrow 
alley where his patient lives. 

This novel is distinctively 
Caldwellian. ... it follows the 
pattern of his previous tales.

ATHENS — “Contemporary 
Journalism,” the latest book by 
Dean John L. Drewry of the 
Henry W. Grady School of 
Journalism, has been published 
by the University of Georgia 
Press. It will also be available 
to other groups as a University 
bulletin. 

Subtitled, “Press, Radio, and 
Specialized Publications as Seen 
Through Institutes at the Henry 
W. Grady School of Journalism, 
1948-49,” the publication con- 
tains the best from professional 
addresses by nationally known 
iournalists who spoke at the 
Grady School’s annual Press. 
Radio and Industrial Editors’ 
Institutes. 


The Press. Radio and Indus- 
trial Editors’ Institute are spon- 
sored jointly by the Grady 
School and the Georgia Press 
Association, the Georgia Asso- 
ciation of Broadcasters, and the 
Southern Industrial Editors’ As- 
sociation. 


The book is limited to those 
addresses which were essentially 
journalistic, according to the au-

American novelists have al- 
ways written. about pioneering 
politics, North and South; love, 
war, farm, city, immigrants, the 
rich and the middle class. It is 
only in this century that they 
have paid serious attention to 
sweaty brow, calloused hand and 
aching back, and turned out 
works about the worker and the 
out-of-worker. 

The big period was the de- 
pression, when the novelist, in- 
stead of writing about the rich, 
whose lot he envied, wrote about 
the jobless, whose lot he shared. 
He joined John Reed Clubs, 
named for an American Commu- 
nist Party founder, or the 
League of American Writers, or 
the Federal Writers’ Project. 
Though the American worker 
does not regard himself as a 
member of the proletariat, any 
more than farmers see them- 
selves as peasants, he became 
the subject of so-called prole- 
tarian literature. His slums got 
into books, his rags and poverty 
into best sellers. Studs Lonigan 
and the Oakies were new kinds 
of people to march through our 
novels. 

Just this year the underdog 
has been the subject of fiction 
by David Alman, Howard Baer, 
Henry Denker, James T. Farrell, 
David Lord, Ray Morrison, Rob- 
ert Mende. Nearly a third of the 
new collection of Howard Fast’s 
short stories, “Departure and 
Other Stories” (Little, Brown), 
comes in this classification: and 
the volume is dedicated to the 
Abraham Lincoln Brigade.

It isn’t only the novel which 
has turned its attention to labor 
and its concerns.

Most Girls Shy 
At Returning 


Unwed Fathers 


By CELESTINE SIBLEY 


The psychiatrist was addressing a meeting of social 
workers on the problem of the unmarried father. He be- 
gan by comparing his discussion of a recipe for making 
a bear pie. 

“First,” said the psychiatrist, “you’ve got to catch the 
bear.” 

“Catching” the unmarried father is one of the tragic 
comedies of the times. 

Of more than 6,000 Georgia men who were accessories 
to the fact that more than 6,000 illegitimate babies were 
born in this State last year, only comparatively few are 
known and have been held accountable. Most of them are 


so elusive as to be practically invisible. 

They wear the protective coloring of their sex. Nature made 
it impossible for the unmarried mother to escape either the truth 
or the consequences. But the fathers, except for a few surmount- 
able barriers set up by law and custom, are free to run like any- 
thing. And they do. 

There’s the experience of the 19-year-old girl who sat on the 
front porch of the Florence Crittenton Home and talked freely and 
unemotionally of her history. 


‘I've Looked . . . for Somebody To Love Me’ 


“My parents were divorced when I was a little girl. There are 
five of us children and we were all parcelled out like ... well, 
like mongrel puppies. Neither parent wanted us. They pushed us 
off on other relatives and into orphanages. I’ve been working 
since I was 16—in factories and places like that. 

“TI guess I’ve looked all my life for somebody to love me.” She 
took a deep breath and smiled embarrassedly. “There was this 
boy I met at church. He was kind and quiet... and sweet. I fell 
for him like crazy. Now I know it was because I thought he loved 
me. He SAID he did.” 

The soft, little-girl lines of her face were twisted momentarily 
into a bitter mask. 

“You ought to have heard the way he laughed when I told 
him I was going to have a baby. He laughed and laughed and 
when I started crying he got mad. Then he said if I wasn’t lying 
to meet him the next night and he’d take me to a doctor that would 
make everything all right. He meant an abortion.” 

She halted the slow, rhythmic motion of the rocker and sat up 


| straight. 


“I said ‘No’ and he said I could go to the devil. The next day 
I heard that he had joined the Army. ... I haven’t seen him since.” 

The girl could have sought and obtained legal aid to bring him 
back and make him share the responsibility of their baby but no 
humane social worker or agency would force her to do that. 

“Did you ever sit in on a bastardy trial?” demanded Mrs. 
Grace Lawrence, veteran case worker at the Family Service So- 
ciety, who has worked with countless unmarried mothers. “No 
sensitive girl could stand it.” 


Rarely Does Girl Force Father To Marry 


The pitiless exposure of trial in public with lawyers shouting 
intimate questions at you, with accusations and counter-accusations 
and with crowds of the snickering curious, is more than an already- 
burdened girl could endure. Only rarely does a girl go into court in 
Fulton County and force the father of her baby to share at least 
the financial burden of the baby’s birth. 

The old-fashioned father who learned of his daughter’s plight 
and forced the man to marry her doesn’t seem to be around much ~ 
any more. This may be true for the good reason that frequently 
the girls either hate the man involved, don’t want to implicate them 
or realize marriage with them would be intolerable. 

Another girl at the Florence Crittenton Home illustrated this 
point. 

“I can’t imagine what I saw in that boy,” she said vaguely. 
“I must have been nuts. He’s really a perfectly impossible person. 
When I told Daddy and Mother, Daddy asked me if I wanted to 
marry the boy and I said, ‘No.’ He got him to come to our house 
and talked it over with him. Daddy was mad but he didn’t make 
“ get married. He's just making the boy pay my expenses out 

ere.” 

The price the young man will pay—$225—is all he will ever 
pay for his inadvertent fatherhood. Some men, of course, pay more. 
A worker in the State Child Welfare office reported happily that 
one father in her files “has already contributed $500 to the support 
of his child’”—but her tone of happy surprise was an indication that 
he is a rare one in her experience. 

Officials at the Florence Crittenton Home infrequently arrange 
for weddings. Recently a young girl in the home received a visit 
from the father of her child, who assured the superintendent in 
apparent earnestness and sincerity that he loved the girl and wanted 
to marry her before their baby was born. 


No Money for Trousseau or Bridal Linens 


“All the girls were awfully happy for her,” the superintendent 
said, “because she seemed to love him, too.” 

“Everybody pitched in with plans for the wedding but there 
was one sad lack—no money for a trousseau or for the bridey linens 
and dishes the young couple would need. 

“We don’t have any funds for things like that,” the superintend- 
ent said. “But Margaret Mitchell had given us some money to use 
for something very special and we decided that was ‘special’ enough. 
The newlyweds started out in fine style.” 

Unfortunately, according to case records, most of the marriages 
that start out that way end soon on the rocks. Instead of having a 
better chance at life with legitimacy and two parents, the child 
has a worse chance. At an age when he is old enough to suffer 
the wrench of being uprooted, he’s abandoned or neglected to such 
an extent that he must eventually be placed for adoption by an 
agency. 

The truth of the matter, as Atlanta’s case-workers have found, 
is that seldom is there a foundation of solid lasting love behind 
unwed parenthood. 

The tolerant acceptance that amorous dalliance is a young man’s 
right might account for his indifference to his responsibility. Over 
generations the public attitude has subtly grown to be one of 
SY mpathy and understanding for the male involved.

Farm Net 
Up 12 Pct. 
In Georgia 


Farm operators in Georgia got 
an estimated net income of $442,- 
900,000 last year, up $56,700,000 
from the previous year, the Re- 
gional Office of the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Commerce reported yes- 
terday. It was a gain of more than 
12 percent. 

Net income from agricultural ac- 
tivities was 14.4 reent of the 
total of $3,076,000, received by 
all residents of the State. This 
compared with the 13.3 percent 
in agricultural income of the $2,- 
904,000,000 received by Georgians 
in 1947, according to Regional Di- 
rector C. Parker Persons. 
Farmers 14.4 percent of the total 
State income last year was 4.2 per- 
cent above the national average. 
It also was more than 14 percent 
of the total income of $3,065,300,- 
000 received by farmers in the 
seven States of Georgia, Alabama, 
Florida, ‘Mississippi, North and 
South Carolina, and Tennessee.

So successfully has the system 
discouraged forgeries, said J. W.

In August Cited 


| NORFOLK, Va. — (#) — Coal 
dumpings at Hampton Roads piers 
during August sagged to a level of 
than a million and a half 
that of August, 1948. 

| Coal dumped into outbound ves- 
sels last month totaled 1,038,680 
‘tons compared with 2,617,627 tons 
‘in August, 1948, and 1,064,346 tons 
in July. 

The eight-month volume was 15,- 
780,722 tons this year compared 
with 19,652,500 tons in the same 
period of 1948. 

The decline in dumpings was at- 
tributed to the lack of export de- 
mand. Despite the three-day week 
of coal miners, there still was a 
'stockpile of 332,458 tons of coal at 
‘local piers.

You, the average Southerner, of the Sixth Federal Re- 


serve District, have more tha 


past decade, but you have spent proportionately more of your! c 
income than the average American because you needed more 
things than he did and you're still having to borrow from 
him to finance your efforts ” catch up with him. 


That, in substance, is the picture 
the Sixth District Federal Reserve 
Bank snaps of you in its Monthly | 
Review tor the end of Aug 

You, the average irate ai 4 
States of Alabama, Florida, gost 
gia, Louisiana, Mississippi, an 
Tennessee, had ‘long-term Bowed 
of $140 in. 1938. You had $532 q 
inflated dollar values in 1948. But, 
deflating the present dollar to the: 
average size it was in the years’ 
1935-39, you’ve got $311 now 
against $139 then. 

Life insurance equities make up| 
the biggest chunk of that, and the) 
chunk is of varying size according | 
to which of the six States is yours. 
On the average, it’s $201. For 
Georgians, it’s a bigger piece than | 
in any other State—about 42 per-| 
cent. But it isn’t exactly ready | 
cash. The cash surrender value is’ 
a bit less than the equity. 

You've got the next biggest piece 
of your savings in Government, 
Savings Bonds, most of which 
you've held since you bought them 
in wartime. You’ve got propor-. 
tionately more in them than the 
average American, 32 percent to 
his 30. Right now, they’re worth! 
$170 to you. You had $6 in them 
in 1938. They make up 42 percent 
of the added savings you've piled 
up since then. | 

You trusted the commercial 
banks with $104 in time deposits. 
That’s 167 percent more than you 
had in 1938 and you got most of 
the extra during the war. 

Savings and loan shares are 
what you’ve been increasing fast- 
est next to Government Bonds, 
especially since the war. You’ve 
got $43 there. It’s a relatively 
small amount of your total but a 
whopping increase over the 
amount you had there in 1938. 

Finally, you’ve got $15 in postal 
Savings compared with $5 in 1938. 

There, according to the bank’s 
figures, are your long-term liquid 
or semi-liquid savings. It doesn’t 
take into account what you have 
put into your own business, your | 
own farm, your own house, in 
better clothing. 

Measured against what you 
started out the decade with, your 
@ains are better than those of the 
average American. But, measured 
dollar for dollar with his gains, 
yours shrink. You gained $392; he: 
gained $703. Even if you had. 
saved every cent of your yearly in- 
come, your dollar savings would 
not have expended as much as his. 

From 1938 to 1947, every time 
you got a dollar of added income, 
you saved 46 cents. He saved 60 
cents. What did you you do with 
the difference? Thc Federa! Re 
serve Bank says it lacks complete) 
and exact data. But it can pad out 
facts with time-tested conjecture 

Out of every added $10 you got, 
ycu spent 19 cents more in depart- 
ment stores. The average Ameri- 
can spent 14 cents out of his $10. 
If you did the same in other retail 
Sales, as presumably you did, that 
explains in part an “extraordinary | 
growth” in retail sales in the Dis- 
trict in recent years. 

Why? It’s what the economists 
call your “marginal propensity to 
consume”—you re more likely to 
spend because: 

(A)—Your income is and has 
been. lower than the average, 
which means you were able to 
buy less outside of the bare 
necessities: thus you need more 
of the simple comforts to bring 
your way of life up to the 
standard of the average American. 

(B)—Your income will have to 
increase a good bit before you 
reach the point where you will 
need to hesitate long in deciding 
what to do with the money. 

(C)—Security for the futdre 
may be pretty far down the list 
of your considerations because 
most of your needs are immediate. 

(D)—You are younger than the 
average American—43 percent of 
you is less than 21 years old, 
while only 36 percent of him is 
—and you have less education 
than he has. As the saying goes, 
“The rich get rich and the poor 
get children.” The farmer part 
of you is more inclined to save 
than the other parts of you -but 
it had to pay off a lot of debt. 

Were you able to supply more 
of your own capital investment 
for expansion of your jobs and 
farming and livestock industry 
and the scores of other industries 
springing up in your area, you’d 
keep more of the profit, the bank 
suggests. But, it concludes, after 
adding the long-term savings of 
every man, woman and child in 
the Sixth District to a 
$8,700,009,000, it isn’t enough.

A SERIES of PAINTINGS by

S THE morning mail slipped through 
my fingers, a gray envelope bearing 
Polish stamps attracted my attention. 

Who would write me from Poland? I tore open 
the intriguing envelope—two dried leaves and 
a tattered, stained slip of paper fluttered out. 
A musty smell filled my nostrils. 

One side of the paper carried part of the 


abdication announcement of Czar Nicholas IJ, - 


in 1917. On the other side, faded writing 
pencilled in grammatical Russian brought 
this message: 

“Sonia Krylenko was liquidated on 


“You Are a Lucky Man. You Have 
Seen Our Pleasantest Miracle,” the 
Gatekeeper's Daughter Said. 


October 16, 1918.. Her crime—found on 
her neck, attached to a gold chain, a 
Silver crucifix and English prayer book. 
Also, between the book were found two 
chestnut leaves. Her last wish was that 
the two leaves be sent to you. Your 
name was written on the cover of the 
book.” 

I received this strange communication 
on Nov. 1,_1948. The message, unsigned, was 
dated Petrograd, Oct. 20, 1918. 

Holding the leaves, my fingers began to 
tremble. I knew their meaning. The past, 
long smoldering in fy memory, suddenly 
flamed in remembrance. The name “Sonia 
Krylenko”’ sounded in my mind until her face 
seemed to appear before me, her sad, fawn- 
like eyes smiling; and I imagined I could 
hear her. low, musical voice saying: ‘We 
must always know what each other is doing, 
there can be no secrets between us.”’ 

Why the letter was mailed to me from 
Poland 30 years late, and by whom it was 
written, must remain an unsolved mystery, 
but how I met Sonia and. why two chestnut 
leaves were found in the prayer book I gave 
her can now be told. 

I was attached to the American Embassy 
in Russia, stationed at Petrograd. On the 
afternoon of Sept. 26, 1916,I went to the 
Academy of Sciences to study records of 
Russia’s previous wars. 

I found a young girl in the gate booth. 
She demanded my pass and, after scrutinizing 
it, said pleasantly: “Pardon, I will telephone 
and then you may go in.” 

At that moment a light breeze puffed 
around a corner of the Academy and leaves

cascaded around me by the thousand. The 


chestnut tree under which I was standing 


suddenly became bare. 

The girl in the booth clapped her hands 
and exclaimed: “You are a lucky man. You 
have seen our pleasantest miracle. We have 
seen it together. It means that we ‘must 
become inseparable friends forever.” 

She emerged from the booth and I ob- 
served her carefully. She was about 18 years 
old. Her speech indicated the breeding usually 
reserved for daughters of the Russian elite, 
yet her clothes bore the unmistakable imprint 
of the peasant. 

The telephone rang. She handed me my

pass and said, unhappily: “No foreigners are 
permitted on the premises for the duration.”’ 

As I started to leave, she said: “Please 
do not go yet. There is no directive agdinst 
our talking to each other.” 

She lifted* two leaves from the ground, 
kissed them and tenderly placed them in her 
bosom, 

Then she said: “I am substituting for my 
father, the gatekeeper. He has gone to war. 
I know your name is Rees and that you came 
from Washington. My name is Sonia Kry- 
lenko.”” | 

Again I started to leave, but Sonia would 
not be dismissed so easily. 

“The falling leaves have brought us to- 
gether,” she said. “Each of us must know 
what the other is doing, always.” 

I firmly bid her good-day and walked 
away, but I slept poorly that night. Sonia’s 
doelike eyes and blond plaits appeared con- 
Sstantly before me. Her melodic voice echoed 
in my mind. 

From that time on, she never failed to 
share with me the details of her experiences. 
Her peculiar role during the turbulence of 
the Red revolution aided me no little in my 
career. The most secret’ archives of the 
Academy of Sciences became available to me 
as if by magic. 

After two years, I could no longer con-

ceal my love for Sonia, and as I knew her 
longer, I became convinced that no wéman 
ever bound herself by a deeper love than 
was hers for me, Nevertheless, intense as 
her feelings were, they seemed beyond earthly 
passion. Even now I cannot explain this. It 
seemed that an invisible but immovable bar- 
rier separated us. She would say: “I love 
you so much that I am-afraid that some- 
thing will happen to make our ‘tree of life’ 
as bare and cold as the chestnut tree became 
that day we met.” 

Just before my departure I decided to ask 
Sonia to marry me, but before I could utter 
the words at our next meeting, as though 
sensing my intention, she pressed her fingers 
to my lips and said: “The miracle of the 
falling leaves does not infer simply a mar- 
riage. It implies a much greater love, purer, 
truer, above marriage ties. It is a love which 
even death will not blot out.” 

Her finality impressed me so much thht 
I could not urge the question further . , 

This last meeting happened in the summer 
of 1918. During the years immediately fol- 
lowing I tried frantically to contact her, but 
all attempts failed. At last I gave up and the 
memory of Sonia Krylenko gradually faded. 

Now I finger the two dried chestnut leaves 
and remember ... perhaps even after death 
I shall remember her sweet face, and her low, 
musical voice saying: “It is a leve which 
even death will not blot out.”

Miss 
McLeod mapped out a campaign: Diet, grooming, 
becoming clothes and-—— most important —— the 
desire to improve her appearance. The chicken 
rancher plunged into her program with the 
same energy she heretofore had lavished only 
on her poultry. She attended her daughter’s 
wedding. 

“Her efforts were worth while,” Miss McLeod 
told The American Weekly. ‘She married the 
widower father of her daughter’s husband!” 

Miss McLeod, the author of “Beauty After 
Forty,” scheduled to be published this fall by 
Ziff-Davis, has learned through practical ex- 
perience that numerous women let the psycho- 
logical factor of advancing years defeat them. 

“There’s no reason for it,’’ she said, with 
these admonitions: 

It’s fatal to look back! 

Make the most of your adult attractions. 

Take full advantage of scientific aids. 

Be dignified but not stuffy. 

Make your life’s experience work for you. 

Capitalize on your gray hair—-and your gray 
matter, 

You are never too young nor too old for 
romance! 

History repeats itself, Miss McLeod main- 
tained, and cited famous super sirens: The 
fashion-setting and fabulous Madame Pompa- 
dour who fought to the bitter end for her youth- 
ful beauty. As she lay on her deathbed, she 
drew a rouge box from beneath her pillow and 
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smiling touched each cheek with color. ..Helen 
of Troy. was 40 years old when she eloped with 
Paris. ..Novelist George Sand, beloved by many 
men, used her brains because she had no beauty. 
When she cut off her handsome black tresses 
to send to an admirer, she started the fad of 
short hair. 

Edyth Thornton McLeod also cited a num- 
ber of recent examples. 

A big, good-looking Texas widow, with a 
teen-age son to raise, consulted Miss McLeod. 
She had to earn a living, but she didn’t have 
any business experience. Miss McLeod decided 
she should make the most of her good looks, 
and, after improving her make-up and: style of 
dressing, ‘arranged for the widow to take a 
course in cosmetic selling. The widow became 
a successful cosmetic saleswoman in a large 
store. Her customers tried to emulate her 
beauty. The widow's greatest satisfaction was 
in being able to provide an education for her 
son who later became a prosperous lawyer. 

In Chicago, a thin, tired 48-year-old career 
woman was worried about her jou, jeopardized, 
She thought, by younger, more attractive em- 
ployes. She was afraid to take her vacation 
for fear she'd lose her job. Miss McLeod ad- 
vised, “Take your vacation immediately.” 

She prescribed a plan: Massages’ for relaxa- 
tion and treatments in grooming. ‘“I’ven her 
posture was faulty,’” Miss McLeod recalied. “It 
reflected her complete lack of confidence in her- 
self. 1 realized that no amount of beauty care 
or treatment would be effective unless she co- 
operated mentally.

The thought of. getting old has been more 
disastrous in some cases than the actual process, 
Miss McLeod observed. A married woman, near 
50, was convinced that she would haye to take 
to her bed and be an invalid as her mother had 
been. This constant worry lined her face before 
her time. Miss McLeod gave her beauty advice 
and recommended a skin doctor. Then she talked 
to the woman's husband and found him to be an 
understanding man, anxious to free his wife 
from her self-imposed worries. They agreed 
it might help if the wife had outside interests. 
Miss McLeod suggested to her that she cui: 
pletely redecorate her house (which she could 
afford), and use gay, attractive colors. Under 
this subtle and simple stimulus, the woman’s 
personality revived. 

A friend of Miss McLeod's, a married woman 
in her early 40s, confided she was going to have 
her first baby. She was afraid she was too old 
to become a mother and confessed her fears 
that a child would rob her of her looks and 
vitality. 

“Not at all,”” Miss McLeod responded. “Fol- 
low your doctor’s instructions. Watch your 
diet, your grooming and take special care of 
yourself physically as well as mentally.” 

Several months after the baby was born, 
Miss *icLeod saw the new parents. The mother 
loolced younger, softer and more attractive.

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Verone Bernheimer and Young 
Earle—the Court's Decision Was 
a Personal Triumph for Her.

HE, 12th will was satisfactory. Rich. Mrs. 
T Bernheimer had destroyed the first 11 one 

after the other-——her lawyer said-—while she 
fretted over the failure of her son, Earle, to 
settle down, 

Now all the old doubts were gone. She felt 
she had at last put the family wealth safely 
beyond the reach of any of the women in her 
son’s life. 

The young man’s playing and spending had 
always distressed Mrs. Bernheimer and ‘her late 
husband—-and as the years passed he was show- 
ing no signs of changing his old habits, 

The widow of Jerome H:; Bernheimer, whose 
Kansas City department store was one of the 
largest in Missouri, had originally set up a 
million dollar trust fund for Earle, with the 
principal eventually going to his Heirs. After- 
wards, she said it wouldn't do. 

So the other wills were written and scrapped 
until the final one in 1937. By then, Earle Bern- 
heimer had been married and divorced twice. 

After various bequests, his mother directed 
that the remainder of the estate be left in trust 
for him—and that on his death the principal 
be paid to his “legal issue.” 

Otherwise, it was to go to a Kansas City 
hospital and church, 

Mrs. Bernheimer died three months later, 
secure in the belief that no scheming woman 
would ever lay her hands on the Bernheimer 
fortune. None did. 

Yet the wording of her last will led to a 
bitter five-year court dispute and a decision by 
the trial judge disinheriting her young grand- 
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son, a decision that later was reversed by the 
appellate courts. 

Earle Bernheimer’s first two marriages had 
nothing to do with the “legal issue’ clause in 
his mother’s will. Both were childless. His first 
wife was Henrietta Butler, of St. Louis. They 
were married in the early "20s and she accepted 
a minor settlement when they were divorced. 

The second, Virginia Newhouse, Kansas City 
golf champion, received a “substantial” settle- 
ment when she:and Bernheimer were divorced. 

Earle didn’t marry again for 10 years. Then 
he met 21-year-old Elizabeth Fletcher Wright, 
whose friends called her Sally. At the time, she 
was a $13.50 a week stock girl in a Kansas City 
store. 

They were married in December, 1937, just 
18 days before his mother’s death. 
later said he had kept the marriage a secret 
from her. 

Sally and Earle lived together till April, 1941. 
This marriage had also been childless and left 
him still without any “legal issue.” 

Earle moved to California, where he met 
lovely Verone Odegard, then 20, who had come to 
Los Angeles from Minnesota to study singing. 
Verone had taken a brief nightclub engagement 
for experience when they were introduced and 
they became engaged a day or two later. 

Late in 1941, Bernheimer learned that Verone 
was expecting a child. He went to Juarez, Mex- 
ico, and filed suit for divorce against Sally. She 
countered with a California court order enjoin- 
ing him from continuing the Mexican action. 

But he got the decree anyway and was ar- 
rested when he returned to California. He served 
five days for contempt of court and then mar- 
ried Verone. 

On Feb. 9, 1942, four days after this mar- 
riage in Las Vegas, a son was born to Earle 
and Verone and they named him Earle, Jr. 

Then, mindful of the provisions of his 
mother’s will, he decided to insure the legality 
of this fourth marriage. Sally, realizing there 
was little chance of a reconciliation, finally 
divorced him in Kansas City. She aecepted 
$82,000 in cash in lieu of a $200,000 trust fund 
created for her when they separated. 

Sally’s grounds for divorce were that Earle 
drank to excess and had a bad temper. After 
her decree came down, Earle and Verone were 
remarried, this time in Reno. 
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Earle Was His Father's Son, but Grandma's 
. Will Demanded Something More 


Then, still apprehensive that his son’s rights 
to the Bernheimer fortune might be contested 
after his death, Bernheimer asked the Missouri 
courts to declare Earle, Jr., his legal issue. 

This was a- courageous thing to do as he 
knew he had nothing to gain personally and 
that he would suffer adverse~ publicity and 
embarrassing notoriety. But the thought of 
benefiting his son, pioneering a new field and 
establishing a modern and liberel rule of law 
was a challenge which he could not refuse. 

The battle lines were soon formed. Attorneys 
for the Kansas City hospital and church-argued 
that both divorces, his in Mexico and Sally's in 
Missouri, were obtained without right because 
in each instance the party who filed did not 
reside within the jurisdiction of the court. Both 
Earle and Sally, they contended, were residents 
of California when the divorces were granted. 

The first decision by Judge Paul A. Buzard 
of the Circuit Court of Jackson County, Mo., was 
a disappointment to the Bernheimers. On Dec. 
23, 1946, the judge held that Earle, Jr., was not 
Earle Bernheimer’s legal issue under the mean- 
ing of the will of Earle’s mother. 

The case then moved into the Missouri Su- 
preme Court. It. was argued there that since 
Earle, Jr., was Bernheimer’s legal issue under 
California law—which holds that legitimacy is 
established when @ father acknowledges him as 
his own-—Missouri had no ehoice but to accept 
his legitimacy. 

The higher court agreed. It held that since 
the bey was a citizen of California and was 
legitimate according to its laws, by the rule of 
comity, Missouri was bound to recognize the 
boy’s status in the light of the laws of California: 
hence, Earle, Jr., now seven years old, was the 
legal issue of his father and heir to the family 
fortune. 

The decision came down in September, 1948, 
but the court granted a rehearing. Its next 
decision was filed early this year. 

.It was a personal triumph for Verone. The 
court found “nothing to impeach her reputa- 
tion,” also that her marriage to Bernheimer was 
“entered into in good faith.” 

The losers next petitioned for a rehearing 
by the highest court sitting en banc, that is, 
passed upon by the full court of seven judges. 
That request has been granted and the case 
will be argued again this month. 
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Perched Atop an Upright Piano, Helen Caused the Customers to Weep as Her Mezzo-Soprano 
Voice Poured Out the Story of the Man She Loved—end Lost.

RS. LULU MORGAN touched a wet fore- 
finger to the hot iron, nodded approvingly 
when it sizzled, and started smoothing 
out the ruffles of the tiny pink dress. 

“I declare,”’ she chuckled, “you’d think there 
wasn't a chair in the house.” 

“But I like it up here,” explained the six- 
year-old perched on one end of the ironing board. 
“T will now sing ‘Three Blind Mice.’ ”’ 

Helen Morgan finished her song and waited 
for the applause, which was forthcoming as soon 
as her mother could up-end the iron. 

‘‘Marvelous!"” Mrs. Morgan declared. “You 
will be a great star and make $1,000,000. What 
will you do with all that money, darling?” 

“Spend it,’ Helen said. “Or give it away.” 

Helen Morgan was destined to do all these 
things. Perched on a piano instead of an ironing 
board, she made $1,000,000 or more, spent it or 
gave it away before she died prematurely, in 
agony and in comparative poverty. 

“She was always suffering,” a friend de- 
scribed her. ‘The only way she found relief 
from her own pain was to share the sufferings 
of others.” 

Helen Morgan spent much of her childhood 
in Danville, Iil., where she was born, and then 
moved to Chicago with her widowed mother. 


In any event, she was singing there when 
George White, originator and producer of the 
perennial Scandals, saw and heard her and gave 
her a starring role in his show. The Morgan 
voice, small and perfect for a tiny cabaret, 
wasn’t big enough for a Broadway theatre; it 
didn’t carry past the first few rows in the or- 
chestra. 

White had her sing from the piano top which 
also carried a concealed microphone that, in 
turn, carried ,Jher plaintive and amplified tones 
out into the foyer. Helen Morgan had arrived. 

The late Percy Hammond, a leading drama 
critic of the period, called her ‘a raffish night- 
ingale.”” James Montgomery Flagg, noted artist, 
declared : 

‘“‘Her singing is a composite of all the ruined 
women in the world.” 

' They called her a Camille on a piano and 
described her hair as a “mop of black chrysan- 
themums.” 

From the theatre she dashed to cabarets 
where strong men and their ladies wept while 
her mezzo soprano voice told the tragic story 
of the man she loved, and lost. 

In one year she earned $117,000-—-and wound 
up $4,000 in debt. One Christmas Eve she re- 
joined a party in one night spot, sobbing. 

“The poor girl in the powder room has to 
work tonight,” she explained. 
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The “Nightingale of the Nightclubs” 


“Seems like I was always hungry,” the 
greatest of the torch singers recalled. ‘That's 
why I went ta work in a cracker factory, boxing 
and eating crackers, for $8 a week.” 

She left that job to better herself in a fac- 
tory making powdered gelatin, earning $9 weekly 
and eating the raw powder. 

“No wonder I'm not well,” she sighed during 
one of her recurrent illnesses. ‘The things I 
ate' You ask me the reason for my success? 
HUNGER—and spell it in capitals! I swore 
when I was a kid I'd be able, some day, to buy 
anything 1 wanted to eat. I made the grade— 
but now I don’t even enjoy caviar.”’ 


wir did she sing sitting down, invariably on 
a piano? 

“Because I had to stand up 12 hours a day 
for years, boxing crackers, gelatin and cracker- 
jack,” was the answer to that question. “I made 
another vow—to sit down forever if I got the 
chance.” 

An elocution teacher in a Chicago church 
gave young Helen Morgan the first encourage- 
ment in her singing career, outside of her loyal 
mother’s constant applause. Her first big break 
came in Canada when the girl from Illinois won 
a beauty contest and was crowned Miss Canada. 

Some family friends financed her trip to Mon- 
treal and, on her victorious return, she divided 
up the $1,500 cash prize—and went to New York, 
ready to dazzle Broadway. 

A dramatic critic introduced her to the great 
Florenz Ziegfeld. 

She opened her mouth, prepared to sing. 

“Good teeth,’ Ziegfeld said. ‘‘Walk over to 
the wall and back.”’ 

She did, and found herself a chorus girl a 
couple of days later, After three shows she 
played truant, practically hiding from the glori- 
fier of the American Girl. 

“I’m a singer, not a dancer or a statue,’’ she 
declared. ‘‘And I'll make my mark singing, or 
die in the attempt.” 

This was in the middle of the so-called Mad 
Twenties and the Prohibition era, when there 
were a dozen cabarets, which were often also 
speakeasies, for every theatre, and each had its 
entertainment, or floor show. Men and women 
destined for stardom on Broadway and in Holly- 
wood sang and danced in smoke-filled basements 
and attics visited by gangsters, playboys and 
talent scouts. 

Helen Morgan became a ballad singer in 
Billy Rose’s Backstage Club, adopting the perch 
on the piano as her trademark. One version of 
her debut there has it that the place was too 
crowded for a floor show; the only place for the 
torch singer was atop the piano. Another insists 
that the late Ring Lardner, explaining that he 
was interested in the uplift of young singers, 
deposited her there. 
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two years later. 

The decree was granted on her charges of 
cruelty, but Helen Morgan gave the real reason 
for the break-up out of court: 

‘I’m just too busy to be a wife. Seemed like 
we never had a minute to ourselves.” 

Prohibition gave way to Repeal and the 
stuffy speakeasy type of cabaret gave way to 
garishly bright nightclubs, but Helen Morgan 
kept on singing about “My Bill,” “That Man of 
Mine,’ “Can’t Help Loving That Man of Mine,” 
and her hearers kept on sighing and sniffling as 
she recited her loves and her tragedies. 


HE warning came in 1940 when she collapsed 

in Oakland, Calif., and was rushed to a 
hospital. For several days her condition was 
reported critical. It was suggested that she 
undergo an operation to correct the afflicted 
liver, and then a long period of rest to follow— 

“Can't do it,’’ she shook the famous mop of 
hair. ‘““There’s work to be done and money just 
has to be made. Besides, I’m too old to try this 
new-fangled business—resting.”’ 

She went back on tour and found romance, 
again. Her second marriage took place in Miami 
Beach in July of the following year. 

The second husband was Lloyd Johnson, Los 
Angeles automobile dealer, and Helen Morgan 
took the vows in slacks while the guests lined

“On this, the greatest day of the year.” 

The tears still on her cheeks, Helen Morgan 
went back to work on the piano. And in the 
powder room, an elderly attendant cried, too, as 
she fingered a $100 note thrust upon her by the 
raffish nightingale. 

A chorus girl, shivering in a light spring 
coat, had it jerked off her and supplanted with 
Helen Morgan’s ermine. A scrubwoman, on her 
way to work in a Harlem dawn, was confronted 
by the Morgan entourage. 

Mousie, the nickname Miss Morgan liked so 
well she made it her cable address, collected $20 
each from her escorts, added $50 of her own, 
and prompted the old woman to pray: 

“May you live to be a thousand years old, 
and get a thousand blessings every day!”’ | 

Next day, members of the party got their 
money back with a note from the singer: 

“I want those blessings all to myself. Now 
they belong to me,” 

Four clubs, or night spots, bore her name in 
fairly rapid succession: Helen Morgan’s 54th 
Street Club, Chez Helen Morgan, Helen Morgan’s 
Summer Home and, inevitably, The House of 
Morgan. The Summer Home was raided by fed- 
eral agents in 1928 and Helen Morgan was 
charged with maintaining a nuisance where 
liquor was sold, 


+ oe GUINAN, hard-boiled nightclub mistress 
of ceremonies of Hello Sucker fame, rushed 
to her defense. 

“They got the wrong party, as usual,’’ Miss 
Guinan said. ‘“She’s just a dumb kid.” 

A jury acquitted the torch singer and she 
resumed the pace that was killing her. A liver 
ailment that had bothered hef since childhood 
brought complications. 

“IT feel like I’m busted inside,” she sighed. 
Even so, she stepped into the coveted, if arduous, 
role of Julie in ‘““Show Boat.” Hollywood studios 
paid her enormous sums to star in a series of 
movies, including ‘Frankie and Johnny,” and the 
Morgan income amounted to $5,000 a week. 

Yet, after a trip to Europe with her mother, 
the star boarded a liner bound for New York 
with $4 in her purse and had to hurry back to 
work in this country to pay the fare which she 
had “put on the cuff.” 

She found time for romance in 1933 and mar- 
ried Maurice (Bud) Maschke, Jr., of Cleveland, 
but the marriage ended in a Los Angeles divorce 
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the sides of a swimming pool. 
“It would be a dandy idea,” a press agent 
said, “if you would climb up on a piano—” 
Somebody moved to push him into the pool 
and the bride sighed. 
“Sometimes, I wish I had never seen a piano.” 
She gave her age as 37, although biographers 
had her four years older, but it didn’t matter, 
for long. 


| ATE in September she opened a Chicago en- 

gagement in a George White production and, 
after the first day, the second collapse came. 
This time the doctors conferring at Henrotin 
Hospital announced an operation was no longer 
optional, it was necessary if the patient was to 
survive. 

But she was exhausted, depleted physically, 
and the work of building her up for the surgery 
was begun. Thirteen blood transfusions were 
given, the operation. was performed, and Helen 
Morgan’s life hung in the balance for eight days. 
Now and then she awakened from a coma to 
glimpse the mounting stack of mail, smile, and 
relapse. 

The smile was to acknowledge her own mis- 
take: She thought people had forgotten her. The 
answer was the mail. More than 3,000 men, 
women and children wrote and wired her, most 
of them adding that they prayed regularly for 
her recovery. | 

“You won’t remember me, naturally,” was 
the average opening of the letter, “but I saw you 
and heard you sing a long time ago in New 
York—”’ 

There were some cables from overseas, ad- 
dressed Mousie, New York, U. S. A. Mousie 
Morgan never got to read them; never got to 
thank any of the thousands of well wishers. 

She died in her sleep on Oct. 8, 1941, leaving 
no money, no property of value; nothing but a 
fortune in memories. 

A reporter noted that she had died in a foom 
“about the size of the average speakeasy.” 

But there was no piano in it. Helen Morgan 
had quit working, finally.

A. P. Giannini as one, yet for ten years 

the father leaned upon a modest son whose 
banking equipment was pure genius for advanc- 
ing the welfare of the little man. 

The son, L. M. (Mario) Giannini, is president 
of the financial colossus but he still prefers to 
remain in the background. Two weeks after 
A. P., as he was affectionately known to thou- 
sands of Californians, died last June, his daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Claire Giannini Hoffman, was elected 
to fill his piace on the board as one of the direc- 
tors of the $6,000,000,000 Bank of America Na- 
tional Trust and Savings Association. 

It was a job for which she had been groomed 
by both her father and her brother. In her they 
recognized the rare charm of the father. 

She is counted on to help perpetuate the 
founder’s policies as an administrator of his 
charitable and research foundations. 

Giannini, California-born son of poor Genoese 
immigrants, built the Bank of America on a 
foundation of unswerving faith in the honesty 
and good intentions of the little fellow. 

The reward he prized most was the devotion 
of the little people he served. He spent years 
dodging personal wealth, and always vowed he 
would not die a millionaire. Since 1932, he had 
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TT. thought of the Bank of America and 
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refused to accept a salary of more 
than a dollar a year from the bank. 

His will was consistent with the 
principles by which he lived. It dis- 
posed of a modest estate totalling 
only $480,000, and except for $9,000 
in personal bequests the entire amount 
went into endowments for charitable and re- 
search trusts. 

To Claire, and Mario and the bank, as the 
executors of his estate, he left the responsibility 
of making sure that his benefactions would con- 
tinue to serve.the little man. 


A. P. Giannini did not find it necessary to | 


leave instructions about his banking policies. Both 
daughter and son through years of close business 
association had been thoroughly grounded in his 
unique approach to the personal and community 
responsibilities of finance. 

But in reverent and beautiful language, he 
pleaded for liberal administration of his’ foun- 
dations, designed to help the education of bank 
employes, to benefit agriculture, and to advance 
research in medicine and social welfare. 

‘Administer this trust generously and nobly, 
remembering always human suffering,” he urged 
in his will. 

“Let no legal technicality, ancient precedent 
or outmoded legal philosophy defeat the purpose 
of this trust. 

“Like St. Francis of Assisi, do good—do not 
merely theorize about goodness.”’ 

The financial world hailed Mrs. Hoffman’s 
election to the bank board. Board Chairman 
A. J. Gock declared that she shares with her 
brother “the distinction of knowing more than 
anyone else what A. P. Giannini stood for and 
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what the ideals were that covered all his busj. 
ness life.” 

Giannini had a keen appreciation of women's 
importance in the American economy-—and there- 
fore as customers of the banks. He reached out 
for capable women executives and gave them 
posts of importance in his organization. Women 
customers were provided with special services 
and facilities. 

Mrs. Hoffman, undertaking her new dulics 
in one of the most important financial positions 
ever held by an American woman, has been sur- 
rounded by the. atmosphere of. banking since 
girlhood. She learned practical finance first hand 
as a partner in the New York Stock Exchange 
firm of Walston, Hoffman and Goodwin, in 
which her husband, Clifford P. Hoffman, re- 
mains a partner. Mrs. Hoffman resigned her 
partnership upon becoming a bank director, 

A, P. Giannini’s career exemplified his belief 
that wealth is not essential to achievement, 

“A rich man is bossed by his money, and 
you couldn’t have a harder taskmaster,” he ex- 
plained. “Thank God I never had the money 
itch,” 

He founded the Bank of Italy, predecessor 
to the Bank of America, with its more than 
500 branches. because of dissatisfaction with 
banking practices as they existed soon after 
the turn of the century. His aim was bringing 
commercial banking to the people—-particularly 
to the little people. 

Giannini shocked the banking fraternity by 
tramping the streets soliciting business. He 
shocked them again by moving the president's

desk out on the banking floor, where anyone 
could see him and talk to him. 

When the great fire of 1906 ravaged San 
Francisco, A. P. Giannini and his bank became 
famous overnight. He obtained a horse-drawn 
truck from the commission house he formerly 
headed, loaded it with oranges, and galloped to 
the bank. There he secreted $2,000,000 in gold 
and securities beneath the fruit, and drove to 
safety through fire and looting mobs. His bank 
was the first to reopen after the conflagration. 

A year later, when the 1907 depression 
struck, Bank of Italy’s resources were liquid 
and ample. It paid off, while the panic raged. 

Giannini changed the name to Bank of 
America in tfibute to the land he loved. Beset 
by powerful financial enemies that fought him at 
every turn through both federal and state gov- 
ernments, he won his branch banking battle 
and brought the resources of a great metropoli- 
tan banking institution to every town and ham- 
let in California. 

It was the Bank of America, at Giannini’s 
urging, that provided financing for the Golden 
Gate Bridge, now a prosperous utility. Again, 
he cut red tape and: made possible San Fran- 
cisco’s purchase for $40,000,000 of the privately 
owned water company. 

Once, toward the end of his active career, 
Giannini’s faith in the loyalty of the little fellow 
had a dramatic vindication: 

Eastern financial interests were closing in 
on the Giannini financial structure for what 
they believed would be the “kill” for the upstart 
Westerner. 

Giannini went to the people, traveling the 
length and breadth of the state soliciting prox- 
les in a financial barnstorming expedition with-

IFE, to 11-year-old Craig Marvin Johnson, 
was very wonderful but very, very con- 
fusing. 

He could remember back six years, to the 

time when his father, a mailman in Minneapolis,

“This man’s wife,” his father had said, “‘is 
trying to make a singer out of Milt Hultgren, 
your mother’s brother, and he has invited us to 
spend a few days on his estate.”

It might be a friendly letter, Melba 
McCreery Seiforth reasoned, trom someone who 
had wwn her when she was a famous opera 
singer and musician touring Europe before the 
war. 

It might be a note of sympathy for the 
troubled years that had followed that stardom. 

Sudden fear, and the handwriting on the 
envelope, made the woman who now was a3 happy 
Boston housewife—a bride of a few short months 

reject both surmises. 

She glanced apprehensively at William Sei- 
forth, her salesman husband, and with trembling 
fingers broke the seal. 

Her face blanched as she read the brief, un- 
feeling message from the man she hated; the 
man she had believed dead. 

Her lips parted but minutes passed. before 
they could frame the. words. 

“Darling you are not my husband,” she 
finally said. ‘“‘We aren't legally married!” 

“He’s alive. . William Schrade, that man I 
married in Germany in 1939 didn’t die in a 
Russian prison camp as I was led to believe. 

“In this letter he reminds me that I'm still 
his wife. He says he isn’t asking for my love 
or companionship. He demands money.” 

William Seiforth was calm in this emergency, 
just as he had been comforting when his wife 
gradually gave up operatic ambitions and settled 
down to being a Boston music teacher. 

Together the couple decided to seek legal 
help. They agreed that they would not answer 
the letter. 

They didn’t demur when they were advised 
to maintain separate residence and seek an 
annulment of their marriage. They understood 
that this was an essential first step out of an 
innocent marital. tangle. 

William Seiforth had Known his wife's story, 
and had shared with her the belief that William 
Schrade was dead. 

Despite this knowledge and belief, anger 
consumed him again as he listened to the story 
Melba told the lawyers to whom she had turned 
for assistance; a story she later repeated in 
Buston’s Suffolk Probate Court. 

She had been a young girl, susceptible to 
flattery, when she was on concert tour in Europe 
in 1938. She had met William Schrade, a Berlin 
businessman, found his lavish attention agree- 
able and married him. 

He had supported her in sumptuous style in 
the early days of the marriage. Life as a 
cherished prima donna seemed to hold great 
promise until the day when Melba Schrade 
learned to her horror that her husband was a 
secret member of Hitler's Storm Troopers. He 
was a high ranking Nazi whose influence could 
mean life or death for anyone who thwarted him. 

“He tried to.make me a Nazi convert,’ Melba 
told Judge Robert G. Wilson, Jr., in the Boston 
court recently. “As an American I rebelled. I 
brought a suit for legal separation in Berlin in 
1941, even though German lawyers advised me 
I was practically signing my death warrant. 

“Five days after the bombing of Pearl 
Harbor, I was dragged off to Buchenwald (the 
infamous concentration camp). Later I learned 
that this was on my husband's information and 
express order. 

“T was treated with unspeakable brutality. 
The guards threw me down a flight of stairs 
breaking my wrists and my leg.” 

American doctors have told Melba that she 
will be a cripple the rest of her life as a result 
of this treatment. 

After almost a year of daily indignities at 
Buchenwald, the former opera star told the 
court, loyal German friends managed her release 
from the prison camp. There was more suffering 
to come, however. 

“T went to Vienna where I lived in a dingy 
cellar for six weeks,” Melba said. “Every day 
was like a nightmare. 

“There came a time when I was forced to 
leave even this poor haven. The Russians were 
on the march. They were nearing Vienna and 
I was warned they would take me prisoner. 
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They left me unharmed in my hideout, how- 
ever, and later, at the point of starvation, I 
was helped to escape the city.” 

Secretly, and with the help of influential 
persons, the singer reached Florence, Italy. From 
there she was flown to England by her brother, 
who was a pilot with the American Air Forces. 

After the war a disillusioned Melba McCreery 
Schrade made her way home to the United 
States. A simple life from that point on was all 
she craved. She had paid too dearly for her 
brief moment of glamour and fame. 

She went to Boston to start life anew. 

In September, 1947, believing that Schrade 
was dead, she married William Seiforth and 
thought she had found permanent happiness at 
last. 

A few months later William Schrade’s cruel 
letter arrived. It made a long separation from 
Seiforth imperative. 

After the annulment of Melba’s second mar- 
riage, in April, 1948, she obtained a divorce from 
Schrade. It was granted in December. 

Under Massachusetts law, the innocent party 
in a divorce proceeding must wait six months to 
remarry.

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RAY JUNIPERO SERRA at last gave the signal to 
stop. The two other priests halted, and with them a 
little band of soldiers. Their long pilgrimage through 
the wilderness of the Santa Lucia Mountains was finally 
ended, and the moment they had all thought of so often 
had arrived. 

They gathered around the base of a live oak, on this 
afternoon of July 14, 1771, and Father Serra ordered the 
soldiers to sling the great bells, which they had brought 
with them, from on@ of the boughs. 

“Ring the bells,” he ordered. “Cry out to the pagans 
to come to Holy Church!” 

Holy Church? This was only a wild, remote nook in a 
forest. The oak leaves rustled, sunlight lanced the shadows, 
no human being except those in the small group seemed 
to be anywhere near. 

“It is useless, Father, to cry out or ring the bells,” 
one of the other priests objected. ‘“‘There are no Indians to 
hear, and if there were, they would not show themselves.” 

Still, the order was obeyed, and Father Serra said: 

“I would that the bells were heard all over the world, 
or at least by all the pagan people who live in this sierra.”’ 

He had scarcely finished speaking when branches of 
underbrush near by were parted and an Indian, alone, 
walked shyly toward the pilgrims. They welcomed him. 
They convinced him they were friends. He accepted them,

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and there beneath the oak he attended celebration of the 
first Mass in a brushwood shelter—the ceremony marking 
the founding of Mission San Antonio de Padua. 

The Indian’s sudden appearance, it seemed from no- 
where, was a good omen, said Father Serra. 

“T trust that through God and the favor of San 
Antonio this mission will become a great settlement of 
many Christians,” he declared, ‘because we see here what 
has not been observed in any of the other missions founded 
hitherto.” 

He lived to see his trust rewarded. In the mission’s 
first few years of existence, 1,800 neophytes among the 
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Indians were baptized at Mission San Antonio and it later 
became one of the largest and richest of the chain which 
Father Serra and his Franciscan followers stretched half 
the length of California. 

Now, after nearly a century of silence and disuse which 
followed secularization under the Mexican government of 
California, the mission is being brought to life again, 
its historic buildings restored and its shops and trades 
revived by a new generation of brown-robed sons of 
St. Francis. . 

Carpenters’ hammers again are tapping in the Valley 
of the Oaks, La Canada de Los Robles, where the Indians 
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once were summoned to prayer. The tread of sandaled 
feet again will sound in corridors floored with the original 
mission tile. Today, 164 vears after Father Serra’s death, 
his forecast for the second time is coming true. 

The restora‘ion of the “forgotten link” in California’s 
mission history is being made possible by a gift of $500,000 
from the Hearst Foundation, Inc., for restoration of ‘a 
number of missions in the state. A portion of this fund, 
$50,000, has been set aside for San Antonio, sufficient to 
provide for preliminary work now under way. This in- 
cludes rebuilding of the main structure, containing the 
chapel. 

Because the mission is in two ways unique among the 
California missions, the Franciscan Fathers of California, 
in charge of the rebuilding under the leadership of Father 
Alfred Boeddeker, OFM, of Oakland, feel that a growing 
public interest will aid them in completing the project. 
The full task will require more than.a year of work and an 
estimated $700,000 in funds. 

The mission is unique in having its original setting 
unspoiled by civilization and in its prospect of becoming 
more than a place of worship and a museum of churchly 
relics. It is going to be a self-sustaining community. 

The old days will*come back. Padres and Brothers 
will teach trades.

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WHOOPING LOS 


Doctors Have Found That This Enemy of 
Children Yields to a New Drug, A:reom: in, 
Effective in Many Infectious Diseas

HE was a conscientious young mother, and 
, when her 18- month-old daughter started 

sneezing, snifflling and coughing she put the 
child to bed, believing she was developing a 
common cold. 

About midnight the mother’s sleep was dis- 
turbed by the sound of violent coughs that 
came in such quick succession it seemed the 
baby’s breathing would stop. 

Rushing to the little one’s bedside the mother 
saw the child’s face had turned purplish red 
and was covered with beads of perspiration. 
Tears streamed from the baby’s eyes and the 
coughs were accompanied by a definite whoop. 
In addition the child’s stomach was upset. 

When the family physician arrived he diag- 
nosed “pertussis,”” or whooping cough, and a 
battle began against the disease which still is 
considered one of the worst enemies of childhood. 

For a week the doctor treated the little pa- 
tient with sedatives and drugs that reduce nerv- 
ous irritability and spasms. Such general treat- 
ment was only mildly helpful. The little girl 
was losing weight. The whooping coughs were 
especially frequent at night. 

Finally the child’s parents consulted a pedia- 
trician, a specialist in children’s diseases. 

The specialist told the baby’s mother there 
was danger of pneumonia or other serious com- 
plications, unless the patient was relieved by a 
new treatment, involving use of an expensive 
drug. He started giving the child Aureomycin, 
golden yellow antibiotic which is effective against 
a variety of infectious diseases. 

After administration of the drug for four 
or five days improvement was so rapid that 
danger was past. The child recovered steadily. 

So far, the most important investigation con- 
cerning efiects of Aureomycin in treatment of 
whooping cough has been reported by a team 
of United States Public Health Service medical 
scientists—Drs. Joseph A. Bell, Byron J. Olson, 
senior surgeons, and Dr. Margaret Pittman. 
Results show that this drug is one of the most 
useful remedies for the specific treatment of 
whooping cough now known. 

Dr. Bell has been studying whooping cough 
outbreaks in Norfolk, Va., for more than 10 
years. He and his collaborators have estab- 
lished methods for estimating whether the dis- 
ease is getting better or worse in a particular 
patient. Outbursts of coughing, often attended 
by whooping and nausea, are the only uniformly 
characteristic manifestations of the disease, 
they say. Duration, frequency and intensity of 
such coughs were carefully recorded in each 
patient. 

Records were kept of several hundred pa- 
tients, children from one month to six years 
of age, treated in various ways.” It was found 
that among 380 such patients the duration of 
coughing spells (paroxysms) was 30 days or 
more in about 80 per cent of the cases. Twenty 
Similar patients were given Aureomycin, and 
the duration was less than 30 days in 85 per 
cent of the cases. 

Some children recovered completely with 
dramatic quickness, that is, in a week or so. 
These were the ones who received Aureomycin 
as soon as the disease was discovered. The re- 
covery rate was slower in those whose specific 
treatment started after whooping cough had 
been in progress for a week or more. But in 
some degree all chfldren receiving Aureomycin 
were definitely improved. 

Four-day treatment was less effective than 
eight-day treatment. The medicine was given 
by mouth and was prepared by dissolving the 
contents of one or two 250-milligram Aureomy- 
cin capsules in sweet cherry syrup. 

Before Aureomycin was tried on babies, it 
was tested carefully with mice. When live 
germs of whooping cough are inoculated into

the brain of the mouse, the animal becomes 
sick and dies. The drug protected the inoculated 
animal. 

A number of other drugs, especially 
Streptomycin and Chloromycetin, both antibi- 
otics like Aureomycin, appear to be the most 
promising. They are now being used in trial 
treatments of whooping cough at such impor- 
tant medical centers as the’ U. S. Public 
Health Service in Bethesda, and Columbia Uni- 
versity’s College of Physicians and Surgeons. 

Drs. Vida H. Gordon and Philip J. Almaden, 
of the University of Arkansas, Little Rock, Ark., 
found that in 27 very advanced cases Strepto- 
mycin proved to be most helpful. The best 
results were obtained when the injections of 
this drug were supplemented with those of spe- 
cial anti-whooping cough serum. Human and 
rabbit serums are available. 

When adult persons are repeatedly vaccinated 
with whooping cough vaccine, their bodies de- 
velop anti-bodies, or anti-serum, which protects 
one against the disease. Inoculation of rabbits 
develops in the blood of these animals similar 
whooping cough fighting substances. 

The most important thing that every mother 
should do is to have the baby vaccinated against 
whooping cough. Some experts say that vacci- 
nation can be done profitably even in the first 
week of life; but at any rate a baby of three to 
six months old should be vaccinated. 

Dr. Louis W. Sauer, of the University of 
Illinois, has vaccinated babies after the sixth 
month of age. A combined whooping cough and 
diphtheria vaccine and some doctofs use com- 
bined tetanus vaccine also-—is injected alter: 
nately in each arm three times, at monthly 
intervals. 

A few months later a skin test is made, 
and if the immunity is insufficient a “booster” 
dose is given. Vaeeimation against whooping 
cough also is performed whenever there is 

an epidemic. 

Mothers should be watchful whenever 
their babies have colds, catarrhs and coughs: 
particularly night attacks with fever, or 
a whooping cough with stomach upset. 
Whenever such signs are present the doctor 
should be consulted at once.

-DAMON RUNYON

HE BOYS were gathered in Lindy’s one night 
when Damon Runyon made the statement 
that he would rather own a great horse 

than anything else in the world. This caused 
some surprise among the boys, who could not 
make it square with Runyon’s propensity for 
acquiring fighters in the hope that one would 
~win the heavyweight throne. 

“Would you rather own Seabiscuit than Joe 
Louis?’’ one friend asked. 

Damon nodded. “You don’t have to split the 
purse with a horse,” he said. 

Damon knew the horse _he wanted, too. He 
would be a combination of all the best qualities 
of Seabiscuit, Man o’ War and Whirlaway, and 
if that horse was not born yet, Damon wanted at 
least to own a “piece” of his sire or dam. 

This was not idle Runyon talk. He not only 
came to own an interest in several racing horses, 
but at one time he ran a stable of his own and 
raced his horseflesh property on tracks through- 
out the East. At this time, Damon shared con- 

dential racing information with his friend 
Isadore Bieber, another race-horse owner. 

Hirsch Jacobs, the noted trainer, helped con- 
dition Runyon’s horses, among them Tight Shoes, 
Scribe, Angelic and Euclid. Some of them ran 
in the money, but they hardly resembled Sea- 
biscuit. 

In spite of his talk, Runyon’s writings furnish 
unimpeachable testimony to the fact that you 
cannot beat the horses. In fact he wrote both a 
poem and a short story entitled, “All Horse 
Players Die Broke.” If Damon had had his 
way, the poem would have been distributed to 
all customers as they entered the gate leading to 
a race track. Then none of the patrons could 
plead ignorance of the fact that the averages 
were working against them when they went 
broke. 

Here are the first two stanzas of the poem: 

For 40 years he’s follered the track 

And played them horses to hellenback 

And there isn’t a thing 

That he doesn’t know—that bloke, 

So I sez to him: “I want advice 

On beating this dodge at a decent price, 

And what do you think you’ve got to say 

To a guy like me, Ol’ Soak?”’ 

Sez he: “Well, son, I’ve bet and won 

And I’ve bet and lost and when all is done 

I’m sure of one thing and only one 

All horse players die broke!” 


Sez I: “But I see a-many a chump 

With plenty of sugar around this dump—” 

Sez I: “What system do they employ 

Or what is the brand they smoke?” 

Sez I: “I want you to give me a tip 

On how I can fill my poke.” 

Sez he: “Well, son, this racket’s tough 

And I try to learn as I do my stuff, 

And I haven’t learned much 

But [ve learned enough— 

All horse players die broke!” 

But Damon never learned. In the 1935 
Kentucky Derby his pockets were cleaned of 
everything but his keys and handkerchief when 
he bet on a horse owned by the late Col. Edward 
Riley Bradley, who was a personal friend. Only 
a man who had played the horses for years as 
though it were a part of his religious faith could 
have written “Monologue of a Horse Player.” 
Only a man like Damon Runyon who knew the 
bitterness of never retrieving the money lost at 
the track could have written: 

“What did I ever do to anybody? Why can’t I 
win? Seconds, seconds, seconds. What did I 
ever do to anybody? I try to live right. I 
never stole nothing. Why can’t I win? 

“I bet on favorites and long shots to win, 
and I bet on long shots and favorites to win. 
All the time I get caught in the switches. I got 
four photo finishes last week. I went down and 
looked at the pictures and I don’t see how the 
judges could split them out, they were so close. 
They could have called it either way. I don’t 
know about that camera. It could have been 
wrong. Those judges could be wrong, too. I 
never got a photo finish in my life. 

“What did I ever do to anybody? 

“I never killed no one. I send money home 
when. I can. I try to treat everybody right. Why 
can’t I win? 

“How long can a thing like this go on? Can 
a man come out to the track every day and bet 
on nearly every race and never get nothing? 
I wonder if somebody put a curse on me? 

“Only winner I had in three weeks was a 
ten-to-one shot and I had a fin on him and I 
thought I was out of all my troubles that day. 
What do you think came off? They called it a 
dead heat with the favorite so I only got about 
half the money that was coming to me.” 
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To years before Damon Runyon died, he told the editor of The American Weekly 

that cancer had him by the throat. He said it without a tear ora sigh. He went 
on making people laugh up to the hour he died. The memorial to Damon Runyon 
greater than his books, is the Damon Runyon Memorial Fund for Cancer Research, 
started by the companion of his: midnight rides, Walter Winchell. of which Dan 
Parker is president and Winchell the treasurer. It has given away $2,268,574 to save 
others. One of Runyon’s most avid interests was horse racing. Some of his thoughts 
on the subject are presented here in an excerpt from Ed Weiner’s book.

Prosecutor Gifford in his summation pointed 
out to the jury that the only question to con- 
sider was whether the prisoner was guilty, and 
not whether she had a partner in the crime. 

Lord Deas, in his charge, practically ordered 
the jury to convict. It was obvious that he 
agreed with the prosecution that the guilt of 
James Fleming was in no way involved. 

His charge lasted four hours, but the jury 
needed only 15 minutes to reach a unanimous 
verdict of guilty. 

As the verdict was being recorded, Mrs. Mc- 
Lachlan spoke to her counsel, who said his client 
had made a statement to him and wished to 
have him read it to the court. The judge agreed. 

As was explained later, she had from the

Trapped by these discoveries, she admitted 
pawning the silver but insisted that the stuff 
had been given her by James Fleming with in- 
structions to pawn it, as he was hard up. 

As for Jessie's clothing, she said her friend 
had given her the articles to be remodeled. 

Under the circumstances thus far known, it 
was generally expected that both Mrs. McLach- 
lan and old James would be held. . This, how- 
ever, did not transpire, for the public prosecutor 

reportedly friendly with the Fleming family— 
caused only the woman to be indicted while he 
released James for service as a Crown witness. 

The trial opened at the Glasgow autumn 
circuit court on Sept. 17, before Lord Deas, 
whose reputation was that of a “hanging judge.” 
Adam Gifford headed the prosecution, Andrew 
Rutherford Clark the defense. 


A UTTER John and John, Jr., had _ testified, 

James Fleming entered the witness box, 
dressed in his Sunday-go-to-meeting clothes. He 
had on a new pair of spectacles, for which he 
apparently had no need, but which served to 
make him look dignified and respectable. 

The high point of his testimony came during 
his cross-examination. He had stated that he 
arose at 9 a. m. on Saturday, July 5, and De- 
fense Counsel Clark bégan by asking if the milk 
had come that morning. This appeared to be 
an innocent enough query, yet it caused the 
witness considerable difficulty. 

At first he swore, repeatedly, that the milk 
boy had not arrived, but he was cornered into 
agreeing that the boy had come before nine, and 
that he told the boy he did not want any milk. 

In this connection, the milk boy, Donald 
McQuarrie, testified for the defense that he 
rang the bell at 7:40, the usual time, that old 
James came to the door fully clothed. 

The testimony showed that Mrs. McLachlan 


had told friends she was going to the Fleming ° 


house and had asked one of them to take care 
of her child, McLachlan being at sea, and that 
she had said, as she left at 10 p. m., that she 
always went late in the hope that the bother- 
some old grandfather would be in bed. 

Various witnesses testified for the defense 
that Jessie and the accused had been close 


_friends, and that Jessie had lived in fear of 


old James, 

The taking of testimony ended without the 
prosecution attempting to clear up a number of 
puzzling factors. 

How account for the dampness of the clothes 
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time of her arrest insisted to her law agents 
that James Fleming would surely clear her, and 
when she learned of his release she had been 
sO amazed that she would not believe it until 
she had sent for her husband and heard him 
confirm the fact. 

The result had been that on Aug. 13, long 
before she knew what evidence would be brought 
against her, she had made a statement — which 
Rutherford Clark now proceeded to read to a 
breathless court. 

Here, in sum, was her story: 

When she arrived at the Fleming home, old 
James was sitting with Jessie in the kitchen. 
He had a bottle which, presently being empty, 
he requested Mrs. McLachlan to go out and get 
something more to drink. However, it was then 
about 11 and the public house on North Street 
had closed, so she went back, to find the back 
door shut. 

Fleming came and let her in. She asked 
where Jessie was, and said it was time she was 
getting home. With that she heard a moaning 
in the bedroom. 

She found Jessie lying.on the floor, bleeding 
from an ugly wound on her forehead. Mrs. 
McLachlan asked what had happened, but Jessie 
made no intelligible response. Then she tried 
to learn why Fleming had injured the girl and 
he said he didr.’t mean to. 

At her direction, he got some water, and 
she bathed the wound. She asked him to ge 
for a doctor, but he insisted that a doctor wasn’t 
needed. Then he began cleaning up the room 
with soap and water, sloshing water on her 
shoes and the bottom of her skirt. 

They got Jessie into ‘her bed. Mrs. McLach- 
lan removed her own wet shoes and stockings 
and took them to the kitchen to dry.. Old James, 
promising to get a doctor in the morning, 
bustled about, making up the fire in the kitchen 
and brewing tea. 

Then, regainifig consciousness at about three 
o'clock, Jessie told her friend how she had come 
by her injury. 

Several weeks earlier, the old man had en- 
tered her room, she said. Her loud protest had 
frightened him, and when, the next morning, 
she threatened to tell his son, he had contritely 
admitted he’d had a bit too much to @drink, and 
had assured her it would not happen again. 

But there had been frequent quarrels be- 
tween them about it ever since, and on the 
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night of the tragedy, right after Mrs. McLach- 
lan left for the pub, they again quarreled. 

Jessie said she tried to escape to her room 
but he forced his way in and beat her about 
the face with something until she fell down. 

Mrs. McLachian did not let on to- Fleming 
that she knew the truth. When he returned to 
the bedroom, Jessie said that the doctor, or 
Mr. John Fleming, would have to be told what 
had happened. 

But old James pleaded with her not to say 
anything and promised to straighten it all out. 

He even got the family Bible and made her 
swear not to reveal what had happened. Finally, 
he said he would see that Jessie was cared for 
the rest of her life. 

After awhile, Jessie said she was cold, so 
they took her into the kitchen and placed her 
on a pallet near the fire. Toward five o’clock,

while the old man was upstairs, Jessie said she 
must have a doctor. 

Mrs. McLachlan couldn't get out because the 
front door was locked. She told Fleming Jessie 
was in danger of dying and begged him for the 
key, but he wouldn't give it to her. 

She then ran into another room and looked 
out of the window but there was nobody in sight. 

At that moment she heard a commotion in 
the kitchen and, when she looked iny she saw 
Fleming hacking at Jessie with a cleaver. 

Mrs. McLachlan then said in her statement 
that when she screamed for help, Fleming caught 


hold of her and said he knew all along that 


Jéssie was sure to die. . 

He said they were now both so involved in 
it that they held the power of life and death 
over each other. But everything would come 
out all right if they stuck to the same story. 
He said he was going to leave a window up and 
claim that somebody had robbed the house. 

Then he dragged the body into the bedroom. 
He gave her several articles of Jessie’s clothing 
to send away, the silver plate, and about $6.75. 
He assured her she would be well taken care 
of, and even promised to provide the money for 
her to open a shop. 


SHE told of the milk boy coming, and of Flem- 
ing going to the door. (Her law agents knew 
nothing of this incident until she mentioned it.) 
She said he allowed her to leave by the back 
way at about 8:30. 

Mrs. McLachlan’s statement did not contra- 
dict a single proven fact in the case, yet Lord 
Deas denounced it as a fabrication. 

He then sentenced her to death. 

However, the public reaction on the woman’s 
behalf was such that, on Nov. 6, the sentence 
was commuted to life. 

The protests persisted, ar? the case became 
the subject of two protracted debates in the 
House of Commons. It was explained that, by 
Scots law, old Fleming, having been a witness 
for the prosecution, could not be put on trial 
for the crime. 

Anyway, the Home Secretary said in effect, 
Mrs. McLachlan was by her own admissions an 
accessory after the fact, and on that score had 
been given proper punishment. 

Mrs. McLachlan became an exemplary pris- 
oner in the General Prison of Perth, was re- 
leased Oct. 5, 1877, on parole, joined her son 
(who had changed his name) in Port Huron, 
Mich., and died there on Jan. 1, 1899, in her 
66th year. 

To the end, she maintained the truth of her 
statement.
